Peter Radford, Lecturer for the Na­ 
tional Farmers’ Union, Tells of a 
Truly New Field for All of 
the Rural Churches. 


The social duty of the rural church 
is as much a part of its obligations 
as its spiritual side. In expressing its 
social 
interest, 
the 
modern 
rural 
i church does not hesitate to’ claim that 
it is expressing a true religious in­ 
stinct and the old-time idea that the 
social instincts 
should 
be 
starved 
while the spiritual nature was over­ 
fed with solid theological food, is fast 
giving w af to a broader interpreta­ 
tion of the functions of true religion. 
We take our place in the succession 
of those who have sought to make the 
world a fit habitation for the children 
of man when we seek to study and 
understand the social duty of the 
rural church. 
The true christian re­ 
ligion is essentially social—its tenets 
of faith being love and brotherhood 
and fellowship. While following after 
righteousness, the church must chal­ 
lenge and seek to reform that social 
order in which moral 
life is ex 
pressed. 
While cherishing ideals of 
service, the rural church which 
t- 
tains the fullest measure of success 
is that which enriches as many lives 
as it can touch, and in no way can 
the church come in as close contact 
with its members 
as 
through the 
avenue of social functions. 
The country town and the rural 
community need a social center. The 
church need offer no apology for its 
ambition to fill this need in the com­ 
munity, if an 
understanding of its 
mission brings this purpose into clear 
consciousness. 
The structure of a 
rural community is exceedingly com­ 
plex; it contains many social groups, 
each of which has its own center, but 
there are many localities which have 
but one church and although such 
a. church cannot command the inter­ 
est of all the people, it is relieved 
from the embarrassment of religiously 
divided communities.

The average country boy and girl 
have very little opportunity for real 
enjoyment, 
and have, as a rule, 
a 
vague conception of the meaning of 
pleasure and recreation. 
It is to fill 
this void in the lives of country youth 
that the rural church has risen to 
the necessity of providing entertain­ 
ment, as well as instruction, to its 
membership among the young. 
The 
children 
and 
young people of the 
church should meet when religion is 
not even 
mentioned. It has been 
found safest for them to meet fre­ 
quently under the direction and care 
of the church. To send them into the 
world with no social training exposes 
them to grave perils and 
to try /to 
keep them 
out of the world with no 
social privileges is sheer folly. Thei%' 
is a social nature to both old aril 
young, but the social requirements of 
the young are imperative. The church 
must provide directly or indirectly 
some modern equivalent for the/husk­ 
ing bee, the quilting bee and the sing­ 
ing schools of the old days. 
In one 
way or another the social instincts 
of our young people must have oppor­ 
tunity 
for expression, 
which 
may 
take the form of clubs, parties, pic­ 
nics or other forms of amusement. 
One thing is certain, and that is that 
the church cannot take aw*ay the 
dance, the card party and the theatre 
unless it can offer in its place a sat­ 
isfying substitute in the form of more 
pleasing recreation. 


Universal Instinct for Play. 


In 
providing 
for enjoyment 
the 
church uses one of the greatest meth­ 
ods by which human society has de­ 
veloped. 
Association is never secure 
until it is pleasurable; in play the in­ 
stinct! ve aversion of one person for 
another is overcome and the social 
mood is fostered. 
Play is the chid 
educational agency in rural commun­ 
ities and in the play-day -of human 
childhood social sympathy and social 
habits are evolved. 
As individuals 
come together in social gatherings, 
their viewpoint is broadened, their 
ideals are lifted and finally they con­ 
stitute a cultured and refined society. 
It 
is 
plain, therefore, 
that the 
church which aims at a perfected so 
ciety must use in a refined and ex­ 
alted way the essential factors in 
social evolution and must avail itself 
of the universal 
instinct for play. 
lf the church surrounds itself with 
social function^/ which appeal to the 
young among its membership, it will 
fill a large part of the lamentable 
gap in rural pleasures and will reap 
the richest reward by promoting a 
higher and better type of manhood 
and womanhood.

The informal conference held in the 
criminal court room on Wednesday 
J afternoon w ith W. A. Lloyd, of the 
L nited States departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, in charge of the farm adviser 
j work in the northwest, Prof. L). H 
Doane, in charge of the w o ik in Mis 
souri, and members 
of 
the 
Pettis 
County Bureau of Agriculture, attract 
ed 
a 
fair-sized 
audience, 
notwith 
standing the very bi d condition of 
the country roads. 
1 
^President L. M .Monsees, of the bu 
reau, presided, and Mr. Doane, the 
first speaker, explained 
briefly 
the 
j results of the work for the first six- 
j teen months by the 
eleven 
county 
! farm advisers w ho have been in ser- 
i vice in Missouri that long. 
And his 
conclusions from a close analysis and 
personal supervision 
of 
this 
work 
during all of its progress is that the 
results have been highly beneficial, 
and much more satisfactory than was 
expected at the start. 
Mr. Doane is 
particularly gratified over the great 
interest manifested in the new agri­ 
culture by the farm boys and girls, 
and frankly expressed bis belief that 
much more was to be expected from 
their interest in the work than from 
the older persons. 
“All 
good 
and progressive move­ 
ments have been bitterly fought in 
all times and all places,” declared Mr. 
Doane, “and those of you in Pettis 
county who started and have main­ 
tained this work are not to be dis­ 
couraged because of opposition, but 
should persevere in the work you are 
doing, resting assured that its merits 
will ultimately commend it to all fair 
minded, right thinking people.” 
State Leader Doane introduced Mr. 
Lloyd with the statem ent that he is 
thoroughly familiar with the farm ad­ 
visor work in all of its phases iii all 
of the states of the central and north­ 
west i>ortion of the country and is 
therefore qualified to speak advisedly 
of its magnitude and its achievements. 
Mr. Lloyd, who, with Prof. Doane, 
arrived in time to participate in the 
Boosters’ club noonday luncheon, was 
profuse in ais praise of the Booster 
spirit which he perceived in all of the 
persons he had yet met in Sedalia 
and Pettis county, and declared it is 
very significant of the achievements 
for better things for city and county, 
for which we have already acquired 
a reputation. 
“Pettis county is tho 
pioneer in the farm advisor movement. 
You people blazed the way and you 
are to be congratulated. 
Your farm 
adviser, Jordan, is known 
far 
and 
wide as a man who is capable of do 
ing, 
and 
has 
done. 
things 
worth 
while. 
You have reason to feel good 
and to pat yourselves on the back for 
what you accomplished.” 
• Mr. Lloyd declared that the farm 
adviser, or county agdYit work, is no 
longer an experiment—it is now a fix­ 
ed aud proven beneficial reality exist 
ing in over HOO counties iii tlip north 
and HOO counties fn the south. 
“This movement has proven so pop 
ular and is going so fast that we 
have to hold a stiff rein on the coun­ 
ties because we can not &*t qualified 
men fast enough to take charge of 
these jobs.” 
The speaker stated that much of 
the work done by the United States 
and state departm ents of agriculture 
up to five years ago was in “cold 
storage,” so to speak, that the bul­ 
letins 
printed, 
though 
distributed, 
were not utilized, and that the agri­ 
cultural press, though doing splendid 
work, did not get close enough to the 
farmers. 
It 
was 
ultimately found 
necessary to appoint qualified men, 
place them on the job within a fixed 
area, and have them personally dem­ 
onstrate 
to 
farm ers on their own 
farms the new and better methods by 
which more profitable results could 
be realized. 
“This,” he said, “in a 
nut-shell, is the farm adviser move­ 
ment.” 
And he declared that most 
of the opposition to it and most of the 
criticism of it comes from those who 
really know nothing about it, hence 
misunderstand it.

W ashington, D. C., March ll.—-Ar­ 
rival of the German converted cruis­ 
er Prinz Eitel Friedrich at Newport 
News, \ a., w’ith 
the 
announcement 
that during her six months’ scouring 
of the sea as a commerce raider she 
had sent to the bottom one vessel 
which was American owned and flew 
the flag of the United States, pro­ 
foundly stirred official Washington. 
In the absence of a detailed story 
of the sinking of the American ship 
William P. Frye off 
the 
coast 
of 
South America, judgment was with­ 
held, but there was no 
attem pt 
to' 
deny the seriousness of the incident, 
and it was conceded that on its face 
it bore the appearance of an unfriend­ 
ly act upon the part of a German ship 
of war, which must result in diplo­ 
matic negotiations with the German 
government. 
Such information as had come to of­ 
ficial ears from Newport News was 
in substance that tile Frye was blown 
ui> because the commander 
of 
the 
Eitel held her cargo of wheat to be 
contraband. 
It was pointed out that 
wheat was not contraband unless con­ 
signed to n belligerent government or 
some agent of such government. 
The Frye’s manifest 
showed 
her 
bound for Queenstown “for orders.” 
Officials explained that this declara­ 
tion in the manifest was not unusual 
and added that circumstances so far 
pointed to the fact that the Frye as 
a vessel of a neutral nation engaged 
in a legitimate voyage was not sub­ 
ject to seizure or destruction. 
Every effort will be made by the 
state and treasury 
departments 
to 
get to the bottom outlie case at once. 
The master, officers and crew of tile 
Frye will appear today in Norfolk be- 
for Collector of Customs 
Hamilton 
and will he 
questioned 
at 
length 
about the circumstances of the ship’s 
departure from Seattle last Novem­ 
ber and of her capture and destruc­ 
tion. 
Facts gathered from these sources 
will he forwarded to Washington and 
if necessary the state departm ent will 
conduct an inquiry of its own ami 
will not undertake negotiations with 
Germany until its case !s clear. 
Just what demands might be made 
upon Germany if the blowing up of 
the Frye were considered an unfriend­ 
ly act. were not disclosed.’ It is un­ 
d e 'stood, however, that the United 
States probably would seek the usual 
hor. oi able amends under international 
law as well as reparation for the 
owners.

TJie Prinz Eitel undoubtedly will 
be interned in Hampton Roads, unless 
her commander is willing to take a 
chance with the North Atlantic and 
the Allies’ ships w ith ' a bottom foul­ 
ed by s*x months at sea. with her 
plates sprung and her general con­ 
dition far from seaworthy.
